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After all that snow, city 
may need slush fund 


O City facing projected deficit based 
on first-quarter financial results 
O ‘More than expected snowfall’ 
main reason for deficit: Report 


As the snow piled up, so did the 
money the city spent to remove 
it. 

In fact, the city now needs to 
find a way to make up a project¬ 
ed 2011 deficit of more than $30 
million. 

“The snow budget is one of the 
things that caused a problem, so 
it’s good that we’re having a look 
at how we plow snow in the city,” 
said Coun. Kerry Diotte. “We 
need to do it better, more effi¬ 
ciently.” 

The city spent $30 million 
more on snow removal than it 
expected to between January and 
March. 

Other contributing factors to 
the red ink include $3 million in 
lost revenue after the speed-on- 
green program ended, and a $2.5- 
million increase in transit main¬ 
tenance and fuel costs. Addi¬ 
tional impacts could come from 
road maintenance, a delayed 
restart of the speed-on-green pro¬ 
gram, and a projected $ 6-million 
increase in fuel costs. 

According to a report, “the 
financial stabilization reserve 
may be required to manage the 
year-end position.” 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said that 
with last year’s surplus of $42 
million, that reserve is at about

$125 million. 

City council will discuss the 
numbers next Wednesday. 

“This past winter was excep¬ 
tional, but it really tells us how 
much the weather has an impact 
on the city budget,” said Sohi.

A 60-year-old male inmate 
is dead after an incident 
early Thursday morning at 
the Edmonton Remand 
Centre. 

Police were called to the 
downtown centre by staff 
shortly after 5 a.m. regard¬ 
ing a suspicious death, said 
Dean Parthenis, spokesper¬ 
son for Edmonton Police 
Service. 

Due to the nature of the 
event, homicide detectives 


were called to the scene 
early in the investigation. 

Another inmate, Justin 
Caldwell Somers, 25, has 
been charged with second- 
degree murder. 

An autopsy is scheduled 
for Friday morning. The 
identity of the victim has 
not yet been released. 

The incident comes on 
the heels of a meeting held 
Wednesday between Alber¬ 
ta Union of Provincial Em¬ 
ployees president Guy 
Smith and Solicitor Gener¬ 
al Frank Oberle with re¬ 
gards to both staffing 


levels and overcrowding. 

Two guards at the centre 
were assaulted in April. 

AUPE communications 
director David Climenhaga 
said that Thursday’s inci¬ 
dent reinforces those con¬ 
cerns. 

“Our members have 
been very concerned about 
the safety of our staff 
members,” Climenhaga 
said. 

There has been only one 
other murder in the 32- 
year history of the Edmon¬ 
ton Remand Centre. Todd 
Stevenson died in 2005 af-

Copssay 
DNA led to 
sex assault 
charges 

Police credit DNA 
evidence with bringing 
charges against a Leduc 
County man for five 
alleged sex assaults in Al¬ 
berta and B.C., including 
two in Edmonton from 
2004. 

“If it wasn’t for that 
databank, this would not 
be coming to some sort of 
resolution,” said Edmon¬ 
ton Police Service Det. 
Sean Armstrong on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The 37-year-old man 
was arrested outside 
Leduc last Friday for a 
breach related to a sexual 
assault charge in January 
from that RCMP jurisdic¬ 
tion, said Armstrong. 

The DNA from the 
Leduc case was linked to 
two unsolved Edmonton 
sexual assaults, one 
alleged Vegreville case in 
2004, and one from 2010 
in New Westminster, B.C. 

“The mobility is part of 
the ongoing 

investigation,” said Arm¬ 
strong. 

EPS has been working 
with Leduc and Vegreville 
RCMP and police in New 
Westminster, and there 
will be a further “fan out 
to others,” said 
Armstrong. 

Oliver James Doherty 
faces several charges in 
Edmonton and Leduc 
County including sexual 
assault with a weapon, ut¬ 
tering threats to cause 
death and unlawful 
confinement. 

He is in remand and 
will appear in Edmonton 
court May 27.

“All you need 
is a coffee tin with sand or 
water in it, or a $2 pocket 
ashtray to put out your cig¬ 
arette.”

Stelmach marks his 
last day in legislature 


Alberta Premier Ed Stel¬ 
mach, in his farewell 
speech to the legislature 
Thursday, said personal suc¬ 
cess in politics is measured 
not by what is gained but 
by two things not lost. 

“One is to have your fam¬ 
ily at your side when you 
leave politics. And the other 
is to have your personal in¬ 
tegrity,” Stelmach told the 
house, with his wife Marie 
and family looking down 
from the gallery above. 

“Those are two very im¬ 
portant measurements for 
all politicians either in this 
assembly or across this 
great country.” 

Stelmach fought back 
tears as opposition politi¬ 
cians and his own caucus 
paid tribute to him. He was 
given two standing ova¬ 
tions on the closing day of 
the spring legislature sit¬ 
ting. 


5 When he leaves, 
Stelmach will have 
served as Alberta's 
13th premier for 
almost five years, hav¬ 
ing taken over from 
Ralph Klein in Decem¬ 
ber 2006. 

Stelmach, 60, will stay 
on as premier until his Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative party 
selects a new leader in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Tributes were paid not 
only to Stelmach, but also 
to David Swann, leader of 
the Official Opposition Lib¬ 
erals. Swann is stepping 
down as party leader but 
plans to run again in his 
Calgary riding and sit as a 
regular member of the leg¬ 
islature. 

Swann, in his final 
speech from the front 
bench, thanked his col¬ 
leagues, his family and es¬ 


pecially his wife, who was 
also up in the gallery. 

“She’s always wanted to 
be a saint. She achieved it 
in my lifetime,” said 
Swann. 

“Thank you very much, 
Laureen, for sticking with 
me through all of this. I’m 
standing here in front of all 
of Alberta, saying ‘I love 
you,”’ he said, looking up at 
her as politicians on both 
sides of the chamber ap¬ 
plauded and she looked 
down and blew him a kiss. 

It was a mellow end to a 
bitter legislature session 
that again saw Stelmach’s 
Tories fend off renewed ac¬ 
cusations of mismanaging 
the health-care system. 

Stelmach’s departure 
this summer will see the To¬ 
ries pick their fifth leader 
while they also celebrate 40 
consecutive years in power.

Osama bin Laden was a 
prolific email writer de¬ 
spite having no Internet 
access in his hideout, it 
emerged Thursday.

A Navy SEALs assault 
team hauled away roughly 
100 flash drives after they 
killed bin Laden.

A Canadian warship has 
helped fend off an attack 
by Libyan forces on the 
port city of Misrata de¬ 
spite coming under fire it¬ 
self.

Just a few weeks ago, Don¬ 
ald Trump was leading the 
field of potential Republi¬ 
can presidential candidates 
in public opinion polls. 

Now the outspoken bil¬ 
lionaire is sinking to the 
bottom of the pack, 
mocked for everything 
from his outrageous hair¬ 
style to his embrace of a 
fringe group who believe 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 


ma is not American-born. 

“Donald Trump had a 
meteoric rise to the top of

O Cameras that make noise can be 
distracting to a president O Press 
rejects White House handouts 


The White House said it is 
ending its long-running 
practice of having presi¬ 
dents re-enact televised 
speeches for news photog¬ 
raphers following major ad¬ 
dresses to the country, a 
little-lcnown arrangement 
that fed suggestions of falc- 
eiy when Barack Obama 
announced the death of 
Osama bin Laden. 

After Obama’s live, late- 
evening address from the 


East Room of the White 
House on May 1, five pho¬ 
tographers were ushered in 
to shoot pictures as the 
president stood at the podi¬ 
um and re-read a few lines 
of his speech — a practice 
that news organizations 
have protested for years. 

Even though The Associ¬ 
ated Press and other news 
outlets said in captions to 
the photos that they were 
taken after the president 


delivered his address, many 
people who saw them may 
have assumed they depict¬ 
ed the speech itself. 

The issue also drew at¬ 
tention when Jason Reed of 
Reuters, one of the photog¬ 
raphers who took part, 
blogged about the assign¬ 
ment saying the president 
“re-enacted the walkout 
and first 30 seconds of the 
statement for us.”

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Dissent wave 
puts pressure 
on Gadhafi 


O Fuel shortage forces motorists to 
wait up to three days at pumps 


Pressure is mounting on 
Moammar Gadhafi from 
within his stronghold in 
the Libyan capital, with 
increasing NATO 

airstrilces and worsening 
shortages of fuel and 
goods. 

Residents said Thurs¬ 
day there has also been a 
wave of anti-government 
protests in several Tripoli 
neighbourhoods this 
week — dissent that in 
the past has been met 
with zero tolerance and 
brutal force. 

Gadhafi’s rebel opposi¬ 
tion, meanwhile, received 
major political boosts 
from abroad. Britain 
promised to provide them 
with police gear, and the 
Obama administration in¬ 
vited a rebel delegation to 
the White House for talks 
on Friday. 


Those announcements 
followed a new round of 
NATO airstrilces early 
Thursday that hit Gad¬ 
hafi’s fortified compound 
in Tripoli. 

Just hours beforehand, 
the Libyan leader had ap¬ 
peared on state TV for the 
first time since his son 
was killed nearly two 
weeks ago. Before his ap¬ 
pearance, rumours 

swirled that he had been 
killed or injured.

Rebel head 
wants trial 
for Gadhafi 

The head of Libya’s opposi¬ 
tion said Thursday that 
Moammar Gadhafi is a le¬ 
gitimate target for rebel 
and NATO forces, but insist¬ 
ed his preference would be 
for the despot to be put on 


trial. 

Mustafa Abdul-Jalil, 
chairman of Libya’s Nation¬ 
al Transitional Council, also 
told reporters that the 
country’s opposition be¬ 
lieved it could take its dead¬ 
locked military campaign 
into Tripoli, if fighters se¬ 
cure sufficient weapons. 

“Gadhafi is the com¬ 
mander in chief of the 
armed forces, he is the one 


who is encouraging every¬ 
body to fight and we think 
there is justification for 
him to be a legal target,” 
Abdul-Jalil said in London, 
following a round of meet¬ 
ings with British ministers 
and NGOs. 

Abdul-Jalil held talks 
with Prime Minister David 
Cameron, Foreign Secre¬ 
tary William Hague and 
other senior officials in his 


first visit to London since 
the U.K. joined the NATO- 
led airstrilces against Gad¬ 
hafi’s regime. 

NATO fighter jets pound¬ 
ed Gadhafi’s compound in 
Tripoli and three other sites 
Thursday, hours after he 
was seen on state TV in his 
first appearance since his 
son was killed nearly two 
weeks ago.

Toyota faces long, bumpy road to recovery 


Toyota should have 
owned North American 
roads this summer. When 
gas prices go up, drivers 
go for smaller, fuel-effi¬ 
cient cars. The last time 
prices spiked in 2008, Toy¬ 
ota captured the title of 
world’s No. 1 automaker 
— and has held it ever 
since. 

Now gas in some parts 
of Canada has hit $1.50 a 
litre, but Toyota is strug¬ 
gling, hammered by sup¬ 
ply disruptions in the 
wake of the Japan earth¬ 
quake and still bearing 


the stigma of its safety re¬ 
calls last year. 

Toyota said Wednesday 
that its quarterly profit 
fell more than 75 per 
cent, mostly because of 
production problems 
from the March 11 quake 
and tsunami. Chief execu¬ 
tive Alcio Toyoda said ex¬ 
ecutives are “gritting our 
teeth” to keep jobs in 
Japan.

sold at its peak. 

“They lost their way,” 
Bragman said. “They 
wanted to be GM. But they 
lost what made them a 
valued brand and a valued 
company.”

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Video stores’ days 
appear numbered 


O Online movies are killing market for DVDs 
O Home-video devotees worried 


The video store used to be a 
buzzing hub of activity, a 
place guaranteed to be 
packed on weekends. 

But Adam Grant fears 
those days are pretty much 
over. His local haunt in 
Toronto, a Blockbuster 
store, is on borrowed time 
given recent news that the 
chain’s Canadian opera¬ 
tions were forced into re¬ 
ceivership, putting its 
400-odd stores in limbo. 

Blockbuster may not dis¬ 
appear — U.S. creditors are 
looking for suitors to pur¬ 
chase the Canadian busi¬ 


ness — but there’s no ques¬ 
tion the industry’s best 
years are behind it. 

Rogers, which owns the 
second-biggest chain in 
Canada, saw its video rev¬ 
enue drop by 41 per cent in 
the first quarter of this year, 
partially as a result of clos¬ 
ing 74 underperforming 
stores. As far back as 2005, 
Rogers has been telling in¬ 
vestors that it was seeing its 
rental business decline. In 
its most recent annual 
statement, it reported video 
revenue was down to $143 
million in 2010, a 31 per 


cent drop from the previous 
year, resulting in a retail-re¬ 
lated loss of $38 million. 

And plenty of smaller 
stores are hurting too. A 
Vancouver indie institution, 
Videomatica, recently an¬ 
nounced it’ll be closing 
shop in the months ahead 
after 28 years in business. 

Grant fears it’ll get even 
harder to find rare films. “I 
think it’s a really scaiy 
trend that things will go 
completely digital at some 
point. A lot of movies could 
disappear.”

The company, which re¬ 
ported a 13.3 per cent jump 
in first quarter profits 
Thursday, said it wants to 
sell large appliances such as 
stoves and dishwashers by 
the end of next year as it 
beefs up the product assort¬ 
ment at its living aisles — 
which include kitchens, 
storage, home decor and 
cleaning.

The world could 
consume an estimated 
140 billion tons of min¬ 
erals, ores, fossil fuels 
and wood-based fuels 
annually by 2050 — 
three times its current 
appetite, a new United 
Nations report warned 
Thursday 

The report said the 
world is already running 
out of cheap and high- 
quality sources of essen¬ 
tial materials such as 
oil, copper and gold, 
which require ever-ris¬ 
ing volumes of fossil fu¬ 
els and fresh water to 
produce. 

The overall demand 
may triple, the UN 
report said, because of 
population growth, high 
levels of consumption 
in industrialized coun¬ 
tries and increased 
demand for material 
goods. 

The UN Environment 
Program said citizens in 
richer developed coun¬ 
tries consume an 
average of 16 tons of 
those four key resources 
per capita, and as much 
as 40 or more tons. 

By comparison, it 
said, the average person 
in India today consumes 
four tons per year. 

The report said ways 
must be found to do 
more with less.

O Wiig pushes herself to a new level in one the best female comedies ever

Richard Crouse: Mark, the 
big mistake people will 
make about Bridesmaids is 
thinking that it is a chick 
flick or a female version of 
The Hangover. In fact, I 
think it takes the best ele¬ 
ments of those two and 
cleverly mixes them into 
one very funny but still 
very heartfelt movie that 
should have been called 
Bridesmaid on the Verge of 
a Nervous Breakdown. Do 
you agree with me that 
this is the funniest female 
comedy that Tina Fey did¬ 
n’t write? 

Mark Breslin: I’ve been 
raving for years that 
Kristin Wiig is the Carol 
Burnett of our times: the 
greatest female sketch 
comic working today. 


Now, with this movie, she 
surpasses even that. I was 
worried that the movie 
would just substitute girl 
gross-outs for boy gross- 
outs, but there’s a depth 
here that the trailer does¬ 
n’t hint at. The humour is 
based on some pretty 
dark topics: fear of fail¬ 
ure, loneliness, body im¬ 
age issues, so bravo to 
Wiig and her cast for go¬ 
ing there. But most im¬ 
portantly, Wiig has 
wrested the wedding com¬ 
edy from the hands of 
Kate Hudson. 

RC: Hallelujah! Wiig is the 
best thing to happen to 
SNL in years but her big 
screen output has been 
somewhat underwhelm¬ 
ing. Her movies like Mac- 


Gruber always felt to me 
like she was acting in a 
long form sketch. She’s al¬ 
ways funny, but I never 
felt like there was a real 
depth of character there 
until now. Her work as the 
neurotic but mostly well 
meaning Annie is a break¬ 
through, proving that be¬ 
ing funny and having 
feelings are not mutually 
exclusive.

O’Dowd as the lovelorn 
cop brings a huge amount 
of charm to the movie and 
Rose Byrne, who I’m used 
to seeing in dramas, is veiy 
funny.

The 
producers, they were real¬ 
ly careful about who they 
choose because this part 
had pitfalls. For instance it 
would have been really 
easy to portray Kevin as a 


sociopath or a monster. 
Which he’s not. 

Do you think the movie will 
stir controversy in America? 

I pray for it! Because I think 
this movie deals with is¬ 
sues my fellow countiy- 
men need to deal with. We 
have to start talking about 
the way in which we are 
spreading horrors within 
our homes and relation¬ 
ships. We have to look past 
this facade of upper middle 
class, capitalistic existence 
as representing happiness. 
Because what a child needs 
extends far beyond a big 
house or the superficial fix¬ 
ings of every day life. This 
movie is not about a school 
shooting. It’s about the re¬ 
lationship between a moth¬ 
er and a son. And the fact 
that no matter what he’s 
done, their bond will never 
die.

Chris Murphy points to two 
giant piles of small boxes 
interlocked like bricks that 
climb 12 feet up the wall to 
the ceiling. Box contains 25 
shrink-wrapped Sloan CDs 
of various vintages. 

He smiles wryly. 

“The joys of owning your 
own masters. They do 
make good sound insula¬ 
tion, though.” 

This is Sloan HQ, a main 
floor rehearsal space in a 
non-descript industrial area 
of Toronto. 

They share the building 
with dozens of other bands 
who are always spilling out 
onto fire escapes and ratty 
couches to have a smoke. 
The windows and walls con¬ 
stantly vibrate with guitars. 

Sloan’s space consists of 
a main room with an an¬ 
tique pressed tin ceiling, 
two small anterooms and a 
bathroom which seems to 
double as a place to story¬ 
board videos. 

The room stacked with 
CDs also serves as master 
control when Sloan records. 



There’s a small mixing 
board and modest ProTools 
rig. 

On the wall is a bulletin 
board with coloured bits of 
paper tacked to it. Each has 
a song title written on it. 

“I don’t know of another 
band with four writers and 
four singers,” guitarist Jay 
Ferguson tells me. 

“This is how we keep 
track of who sings what. 
We just move around the 
bits of paper until we find 
an order for the album.” 

This year marks Sloan’s 
20th anniversary and the ti¬ 
tle of their tenth studio al¬ 
bum acknowledges that. 

“The Double Cross? As 
in ‘XX?’ As in Roman nu¬ 
merals for ’20?’” Murphy 
smiles. “Smart, huh?” 

“How much longer can 
you do this?” I ask. “Twenty 
years is a long time for any¬ 
thing, let alone to be in the 
same band that has never 
had a line-up change.” 

Murphy and Ferguson 
look at each other almost as 
if they’ve never considered 
such a question. Chris is 
the first to speak. 

“I don’t know. We may 
stop making albums and 
start releasing songs on a 
regular basis. And because 
we all contribute and split 
everything four ways, 
there’s no reason why we 
can’t continue.” 

The Double Cross — clas¬ 
sic Sloan and very good, by 
the way — is out now.

It’s been nearly three years 
since Montreal’s Sam 
Roberts released new mu¬ 
sic, but to say he’s been 
taking a break would be 
pretty unfair. 

See, the six-time Juno 
winner is also now a father 
of three — he has an eight- 
weelc-old son as well as two 
daughters, aged four and 


two — and his recent life 
has been anything but rest¬ 
ful. 

“It changes everything,” 
the personable 36-year-old 
said Monday over coffee on 
the sunny rooftop patio of 
a Toronto pub. 

“There’s no getting 
around that. It’s just the 
most profound change that 


can take place in your life, 
just about. 

“In terms of music, be¬ 
cause music is so closely 
linked to these personal 
shifts, it was inevitable 
that it was going to work 
its way into the songwrit- 
ing. I mean, again, I have 
to find time to write songs 
in between either chang¬ 



ing diapers or chasing 
them around the house 
trying to get them 
dressed.” 

“It’s a pretty different 
mindset. It's not like Jimi 
Hendrix sitting on a beach 
in Morocco playing guitar 
to the setting sun. It was 
pretty different.” 

But then, so too is Col¬ 
lider, the sixth disc from 
the newly christened Sam 
Roberts Band, set to drop 
on Tuesday. 

The typically shaggy 
edges of Roberts’ Stones-in- 
fluenced rock ‘n’ roll have 
been shorn slightly, with 
the focus shifting toward 
concise pop confections. 
Rhythm was another prior¬ 
ity, with the sway and 
stomp of album opener 
The Last Crusade a solid en¬ 
try point for a collection of 
tunes that Roberts wanted 
to always keep moving. 

“This sort of relentless 
rhythm was going to play a 
big role on this record.” 

They recorded the al¬ 
bum in only six weeks, 
which Roberts says is “by 
far” the fastest the band 
has ever produced an al¬ 
bum.

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Feeling one love after 30 years 

O Wednesday was the 30th anniversary of Bob Marley’s death 



Scores of reggae fans from 
across the globe placed ros¬ 
es before a statue of Bob 
Marley yesterday to mark 
the 30th anniversary of the 
death of the musician, 
whose charismatic, loose- 
limbed stage presence and 
lyrics promoting “One 
Love” took the Jamaican 
musical genre to an inter¬ 
national audience. 

Tourists watched as 
three clerics from the 
Ethiopian Orthodox 

Church spread incense and 
holy water around the Bob 
Marley Museum, the 
singer’s former home in 
the capital of Kingston. 
Rastafarians who gathered 
around the property spoke 
in reverential tones about 
the icon of reggae music 
who died of cancer in 1981 
at age 36. 

Yuya Furulcawa, 29, 
came all the way from Ku¬ 
mamoto, Japan, to pay 
homage to Marley, who 
preached nonmaterialism 
and popularized the Rasta¬ 
farian credo of oneness 
with nature and marijuana 
consumption as a sacra¬ 
ment. 

“Bob Marley is like a god 
in Japan,” said Furulcawa, 
holding a burning marijua¬ 
na cigarette as he gazed up 
at the flower-laden statue 
of Marley holding his 
favourite Gibson guitar 
and pointing a finger sky¬ 
ward. 

The singer’s Rastafarian 
faith was a reason for the 
low-key observance. Rasta¬ 
farians, who consider the 
late Ethiopian emperor 
Haile Selassie the messiah, 
view death simply as a step 
that brings believers closer 
to God, or “Jah.” 


“We’re trying to quietly 
and somberly honour and 
recognize his life on this 
day,” said Jackie Lynch- 
Stewart, general manager 
of the Bob Marley Founda¬ 
tion. 

Roger Steffens, a Marley 
historian and reggae 
archivist, said Marley’s mu¬ 
sic remains alive 30 years 
after his death “because 
the situations that Bob was 
singing about are exactly 
the same situations we’re 
undergoing today.” 

Marley’s anthems call¬ 
ing for love and unity still 
resonate with many Ja¬ 
maicans, even if most 
younger islanders have 
long ago moved on to the 
brash reggae-rap hybrid of 
dancehall reggae music. 

“Bob is a person who is 


timeless. He is real, and 
now everybody wants to 
follow the crowd,” said Ja¬ 
maican graffiti and dance- 
hall artist LA Lewis, who 
showed up at the Kingston 
museum wearing a flaw¬ 
less white suit. 

Born in 1945, Marley 
came of age in the gritty 
Trench Town community 
of Kingston and later shot 
to global stardom with hits 
including Get Up, Stand Up 
and No Woman, No Cry. 
His lyrics promoting social 
justice and African unity 
made him an icon in devel¬ 
oping countries. 

His One Love anthem 
woos tourists to Jamaica on 
TV spots featuring white- 
sand beaches and swaying 
palms.

Shania Twain says she lost 
her singing voice amid the 
anguish over her divorce 
from longtime husband 
and collaborator Mutt 
Lange, but is beginning to 
recover now and plans to 
head back into the studio 
this summer to record new 
material. 

The countiy-pop super- 
star from Timmins, Ont., 
says she has written “quite 
a few” new songs, adding 
that one track is already 
finished and will be re¬ 
leased sooner than the rest 
of the material. 

But Twain — whose 
three-album songwriting 
partnership with the hit¬ 
making producer Lange 
yielded her biggest hits, in¬ 
cluding You’re Still the 
One, Any Man of Mine and 
Man! I Feel Like a Woman! 
— says the fresh songs 
could wind up sounding 
quite different from her 
existing catalogue. 

“I would like it to be 
successful, (but) what does 
that mean? I guess I would 
like some people to enjoy 
it, to get pleasure from it,” 
she adds, laughing. 

However, the aim of 
penning her revealing new 


memoir, From This Mo¬ 
ment On, was much differ¬ 
ent. 

First, she wanted to cre¬ 
ate a document of her life 
for her nine-year-old son, 
Eja, in case anything ever 
happened to her. 

Secondly, the notorious¬ 
ly private Twain — who 
has led an almost hermetic 
life in Switzerland in re¬ 
cent years, in part to avoid 
relentless media attention 
— also just thought it was 
time she opened up, for 
her own sake and for the 
sake of fans who might 
find inspiration in her 
painful journey. 

“I asked myself: ‘OK, I 
don’t like where my life is, 
I don’t like what’s going 
on, I’m not happy here, 
I’m not happy there. What 
am I going to do about it?”’ 
recalled Twain, clad in a 
loose-fitting tan sweater, 
capri pants and eye-catch¬ 
ing blue earrings. 

“I decided to not only 
write the book... but it was 
sharing it, and deciding to 
share it, and now going 
through the process of 
sharing it that's such a big 
part of my own therapy.”

tions with WWE head 
Vince McMahon. “I think 
one of the most interesting 
things is how high I start¬ 
ed, then how low I went 
and then how high I ended 
up,” Jericho said in a re¬ 
cent phone interview.

Sharks finally 
finish off Wings 

O Detroit falls behind 2-0 in first but still pushes San Jose until final buzzer 


Patrick Marleau got his 
first point of the series 
when he knocked home a 
rebound with 7:47 to play 
and the San Jose Sharks 
managed to knock out the 
Detroit Red Wings on 
their fourth try with a 3-2 
victory Thursday night in 
Game 7 of their Western 
Conference semifinal se¬ 
ries. 

Devin Setoguchi and Lo¬ 
gan Couture scored in the 
first period and Antti Nie- 
mi made 38 saves for the 
Sharks, who had lost three 
straight potential clinch¬ 
ing games before eliminat¬ 
ing the Red Wings for the 
second straight year in the 
second round. 

San Jose avoided be¬ 



coming the fourth NHL 
team to lose a series after 
winning the first three 
games. A franchise known 
for its playoff flops avoid¬ 
ed a colossal one and now 
heads into its second 
straight Western Confer¬ 
ence final. That series be¬ 


gins Sunday in Vancouver 
(CBC, 6 p.m.). 

Pavel Datsyulc and Hen¬ 
rik Zetterberg scored for 
the Red Wings, who 
fought valiantly to the end 
but were unable to com¬ 
plete their bid for the his¬ 
toric feat. Detroit furiously 
pushed for the tying goal 
in the frantic final min¬ 
utes, but couldn’t beat 
Niemi again — even after 
a late power-play chance. 

The much-maligned 
Marleau, who was called 
“gutless” by former team¬ 
mate Jeremy Roeniclc after 
Game 5, gave the Sharks 
the breathing room they 
had been desperately seek¬ 
ing when he poked a re¬ 
bound of Setoguchi’s shot 


into an empty net behind 
Jimmy Howard to give San 
Jose a 3-1 lead. 

But as tough as it was to 
eliminate the Red Wings 
in the series, it was just 
that hard to close out this 
game. Datsyulc beat Niemi 
with a great individual ef¬ 
fort to make it a one-goal 
game with 6:01 remain¬ 
ing. The Sharks had to kill 
off a power play, when 
Torrey Mitchell was called 
for slashing with 5:03 left. 
Niemi then made a stop 
on a tricky shot by Dat- 
syulc in the final minute. 

Marleau got the final 
clear in the closing sec¬ 
onds, sending the fans in¬ 
to delirium as the clock

Brock Lesnar has pulled 
out of his UFC 131 fight in 
Vancouver to deal with di¬ 
verticulitis again. 

The former UFC heavy¬ 
weight champion was hos¬ 
pitalized by the digestive 
disorder in November 
2009 but recovered and re¬ 
turned to mixed martial 
arts. 

The 33-year-old fighter 
says his condition is not as 
serious as it was before. 
And his hope is to be able 
to keep fighting. 

“But let me tell you, my 
health and my family are 
more important than step¬ 
ping in the Octagon for I 
don’t care how much 
money,” he told a confer¬ 
ence call Thursday. 

“One thing I have found 
out through all of this is 
that if you don’t have your 
health and your family, 
you don’t have diddly- 
squat.” 

Lesnar (5-2) said his 
choice is to undergo 
surgery to remove part of 
his colon or deal with the 
disorder the rest of his life. 

“There’s a solution to 
every problem,” the six- 
foot-three 265-pounder 
said. “I’ve just got to find 
the right solution to fix 
this problem. I love this 
sport and I love what I do. 

“This isn’t the end of 
Brock Lesnar. This is a 
speed bump in the road 
and trust me, I’ve incurred 
a lot of speed bumps 
throughout my career.” 

Still, Lesnar said he told 
his wife about a week ago: 
“I’m sick and tired of 
being sick and tired. We’ve 
got to find a solution to 
this.” 

In 2009, Lesnar fell ill 
on a hunting trip in Mani¬ 
toba and eventually spent 
11 days in hospital and 
lost 42 pounds.
